They Will Be Arranged on 
Equitable Basis, and Great 
Good Is Expected To Re- 
sult—Those Who

All of the important railroads and 
steamship lines doing business in the 
gouth and southwest will have representa- 
tives at the meeting, 

The meeting was called to adjust rates 
on Cuban business from southern and 
gouthwestern points. 

At & meeting of the representatives of 
the rafiroads interested held in Louisville 
on October 27th. Geueral Freight Agent 
buaz, of the Illinois Central, was ap- 
pointed chairman of a rate committee to 
put Cuban business from southarn and 
southwestern points on a fixed rate. The 
meeting to be held today the frst 
meeting of that committee.

Fiorida East Coast, Plant system, Soutb- 
ern railway, Morgan Steamship Line, Mo- 
bile and Ohio, Queen and Crescent, Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St, Louis, and the 
Cuba Mail and Steamship Company, bet- 
ter Known as the Ward Line. 

Harmony Is Expected. 

The committee expects to finish itg la- 
bors by Thursday evening. All of the 
lines are agreed that something must be 
done to relieve the present situation and 
it is not thought that any time will be 
lost in squabbling or haggling over details. 
Since the war, when Cuban ports have 
been opened to American trade, the rail- 
roads touching at southern and south- 
western points have had a great deal of 
business to handle. But because of a lack 
of some form of agreement as to rates 
among the various roads, this large vol- 
ume of business has not proved very re- 
munerative 
No fixed basis of rates has obtained. 
Each road charged whatever it thought 
just and proper. As a consequence consid- 
erable confusion has followed. Neither 
shippers nor consignees knew just where 
they stood. They could not estimate the 
cost, nor fix upon the selling price of 
their merchandise with any degree. of ac- 
curacy because the rates were constantly 
being changed. 
It is expected that as a result of th 
meetings to be held today and tomorrow 
all of this uncertainty will be done away 
With. 

Will Arrange Equitable Rates. 
Mr. Boaz and the oiher members of the 
committee will endeavor to settle upon 
s0me fixed basis of rates that will prove 
satisfactory to all of the roads,

The speaker was the oldest living na- 
tive Savannahian, A. R. Wright, who is 
eighty-nine years old, and at present a 
resident of Atlanta. He was born in Sa- 
vannah, Ga., in 1811, and lived there 
sixty-eight years. He has been a resi- 
dent of Atlanta since 1871. 

The foregoing statement of Mr. Wright, 
who is going to Savannah in May to 
visit his son, will be received with en- 
thusiastic interest in the Forest City. 
Since the death of Colonel Screven at 
that place, there has been much specula- 
tion as to who would) proceed with the 
work he had in hand—that of gettling 
finally the resting place of the famous 
revolutionary commander, or at least 
disposing of conflicting traditions regard- 
ing it.

The Appropriation Bill Is Now in the 
Hands. of the Military Com- 
mittee Which Will Con- 
sider It Next 
Week. 


Secretary T. H. Martin, of the Atlanta 
Business Men's League, received a tele- 
gram yesterday morning from Congress- 
man Il, F. Livingston that the delegation 
from Atlanta would be heard before the 
military committee on January $list, rela- 
tive to the national park appropriation 
bill. 

President Charles A. Collier igs now in 
Florida, but js expected to return to the 
city next Monday. As soon as he ar- 
rives in Atlanta he will appoint a com- 
mittee from the Business League to go 
to Washington and discuss ‘the matter 
with the military committee which now 
has the bill under consideration. This 
committee will be a small one, and will 
be accompanied to Washington by Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon, who has proferred 
his services, and who will doubtless be 
of much assistance to the local commit- 
tee. 

Prospects were never brighter for the 
success of the Atlanta national park ap- 
propriation than at the presént time. 
The greatest interest is being manifested 
in all quarters, and letters of commenda- 
tion continue tto pour in on Secretary 
Martin from all quarters. The booklet 
descriptive of the battlefield of Peach- 
tree creek. where it is purposed to lo- 
cate the park, is now ready to be mailed, 
and by tomorrow night copies will be in 
the hands of every congressman in the 
country and hundreds of veterans of 
both the federal and. confederate armies, 
who took part in the struggle. This 
booklet is expected to be fruitfu}] in 
stimulating interest in the national park 
at Atlanta. In Washington, where the 
bill has been discussed, the general‘ opin- 
lon seems to be that there will be little 
difficulty in securing a favorable report 
from the military committee and its sub- 
sequent passage. 

General Stanley Writes. 

Secretary Martin received two unus- 
ually interesting letters yesterday. One 
was from General D. 8, Stanley, who 
commanded the first division of the 
Fourth army corps, and who is at pres- 
ent visiting Paris. His letter follows: 

Square de la Tour Maubourg, Paris, January 
11, 1900.—Mr. T. H. Martin, Secretary: Your 
letter of December 28th came to me here. 
am favorable toward the movement to make 
a national park at Atlanta. One of the crises, 
one great turning point of an unhappy civil 
war, occurred here. If the preservation of the 
great battle fields, we may say their consecra- 
tion, is to be useful to our children’s children, 
the object lesson must be given where it will 
be seen, 

In scripture’s wisdom we are taught ‘‘men do 
not light a candle and put it under a bushel,’’ 
and great appropriations have been spent in 
converting battle fields into national parks, 
while comparatively nobody will ever go to 
see. In this remark, which may seem hyper- 
critical, I do not include Chickamauga, which 
a great center and thoroughfare as At- 
lanta is. Atlanta is a city where at some 
time everybody who travels from home goes, 
and more readers of history and more would 
visit yearly a well appointed park on Peach- 
tree creek than could be counted at any park 
now established in.the United States. 

I commanded the first division of the fourth 
army corps. The day of the battle my division 
was not seriously engaged, and I could not 
give you any reminiscenses worth mention. I 
lively remembrance of the day, the 
scene and the subsequent events, but all these 
should be written by another hand.

Bloodworth or any member of his family 
and was entirely innocent of even wish- 
ine them harm. 

Judge Candler charged the jury shortly 
after 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
after waiting for a verdict, left instruc- 
tions that it was to be sealed and went 
home for the night. The verdict will be 
opened this morning. If # finds the negr® 
guilty he will be sentenced and then 
given an opportunity to enter a plea of 
guilty in the remaining case against him. 
If he pleads not guilty it is probable 
that the case will at once be taken up.
